Farewell to a very special officer 


A SPECIAL police officer with a 
distinguished career dating back 
more than four decades is finally 
retiring from the force. 

Michael Robinson MBE, joined 
the former West Suffolk 
Constabulary in October 1964, 
based at the old Haverhill police 
station in Camps Road. 

He was the longest serving 
special constable in Suffolk until 
his retirement from the service in 
2000. For the past 10 years he 
has worked as a civilian officer 
in the control room at Haverhill 


police station and was awarded 
the MBE for his dedication in 
2004. 

Mr Robinson received numerous 
long service awards and 
commendations over the years, 
including a chief constable’s 
commendation for arresting an 
armed man in the village of 
Kirtling after a 25-hour man 
hunt. The man having previously 
escaped through a window at 
Haverhill police station. 

In 1990 Mr Robinson caught two 
burglars leaving Clare British 


Legion Club after giving chase. 
Mr Robinson, who will celebrate 
his 65th birthday next week, 
said: “Age catches up with 
everyone. 

“We have a chalet at the seaside 
and it will be nice to spend 
some time in the sunshine and 
just do as I please for a change. 
“I have enjoyed it or I would not 
have carried on for so many 
years. It takes a special kind of 
person to be a special constable 
and I was proud to complete 40 
years service.” 


A HAVERHILL woman has 
received confidential medical 
records addressed to patients 
she doesn’t know. 

Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge sent the letters, all 
contained in one envelope, to 
Nicola Marsh’s home in Burton 
End. 

She had planned to simply return them 
to the hospital, but said she is so con¬ 
cerned about the confidentiality breach 
she now wants the matter investigated. 

“They are nothing to do with me and it 
looks like highly confidential stuff,” she 
said. 

“I think something should be done 
about it, I think it is disgusting. You don’t 
expect information about your medical 
history to be sent to a complete stranger. 

“I would be furious if my details had 
been sent to someone else. You don’t 
expect this kind of thing to happen at a 
hospital.” 

One of the patients was Joseph Kucel, 
of Abbey Close, Elstow, Bedford. He also 
wants a full explanation from Adden¬ 
brooke’s. 

The letter is on headed paper from his 
doctor in Bedford and is marked “con¬ 
fidential”. It refers to a letter received 
from the Addenbrooke’s hepatobiliary 
service and requests Mr Kucel seek a re¬ 
referral with them. 

The envelope containing the letter was 
addressed to the hepatobiliary service at 
Addenbrooke’s and was inside another 
envelope sent to Mrs Marsh’s address. 

Mr Kucel said: “I am not very happy 
about this at all. 

“It is very worrying if people’s 
confidential letters are turning up at 
other people’s homes.

“This could have been an urgent call 
for me to go and get something checked 
out. 

“It is a mystery to me how this could 
have happened. 

“I have already been told off by my GP 
for missing appointments, because the 
cost of it is down to him. I was also 
having problems with my telephone at 
this time and it may be that I did not 
receive letters I should have. 

“I would like the hospital to investigate 
exactly how this has happened.” 

One of the letters had the name and 
date of birth of a female patient and is 
marked “NHS Confidential Personal Data 
about a Patient” on the bottom of each 
page. 

Another letter is marked “patient 
record” and refers to results of tests, 
including hormone levels. 

A spokesman for Addenbrooke’s Hosp¬ 
ital said: “At the moment it is not clear 
how these letters were delivered to Nicola 
Marsh’s house. We have never known 
anything like this to happen before. 

“The hospital takes patient confiden¬ 
tiality very seriously, and has strict 
policies on handling mail - policies 
which appear to have been breached in 
this case. 

“We are investigating what happened 
as a matter of urgency, and will be 
contacting the patients involved to apol¬ 
ogise.” 

The lapse in patient confidentiality 
comes after Gareth Goodier, Adden¬ 
brooke’s chief executive, admitted that 
an in-house assessment had found a 
“high risk” of data loss.

A NEW Haverhill by¬ 
pass should be up¬ 
graded to an A-road so 
lorries can be banned 
from the town centre, 
councillors say 

A detailed list outlining 
further development prop¬ 
osals for the north west area 
of the town - where 1,000 
homes are set to be built - has 
been drawn up by Haverhill 
Town Council’s planning 
committee. 

Top of their wishlist is a 
proposal which would see the 
road linking Withersfield 
Road (the main Cambridge 
road) and Wratting Road (the 
main road to Bury St Ed¬ 
munds) built to A road 
standard and, once comp¬ 
leted, become the new A143. It 
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would enable HGV restrict¬ 
ions to be imposed and 
vehicles shifted off the town 
centre’s Ehringshausen Way 

Councillors want the road 
opened before the 500th dwell¬ 
ing in the area is occupied. 

Members agreed the list at 
their meeting on Tuesday 
night, and also asked that 
some of the money handed 
over by developers be paid 
directly to the town council to 
pay for community facilities. 

Cllr Margaret Marks, chair¬ 
man of the committee, said: 
“We think it is very 
important that some of this 
money should be paid 
directly to the town council 


so that it can be used to 
enhance the town centre for 
these new residents who will 
be moving in.” 

Councillors also insisted 
the name of the new develop¬ 
ment should incorporate the 
word Haverhill and suggested 
“Haverhill Heights” as a 
possibility 

Also featured on the list are 
plans for a community centre 
and play area to be ready 
before the 400th home is 
occupied. This should be 
located in the midpoint 
between The Fox pub, Angle 
Junction and Meadowlands. 

Councillors also want the 
new development linked to 
Howe Road and Ann Suckling 
Road, with these and existing 
estate roads incorporating 
traffic calming measures. 


They said the possibility of 
another light vehicle link 
using Abbotts Road should 
also be investigated. That 
may require compulsory 
purchase and would include 
footpath and cycle links 
through to Queen Street. 

Councillors also want a 
range of house types in the 
new development, including 
executive housing, with no 
homes being more than 50 
metres from a road accessible 
by public transport. Allot¬ 
ments should also be pro¬ 
vided and a green barrier 
planted between the bypass 
and any properties along its 
length. 

Town clerk Gordon Muss- 
ett was chosen to serve on the 
project group considering the 
development.

Protest over clinic 
in car park plan 


A LOCAL health pro¬ 
fessional has slammed 
plans for a temporary 
new medical clinic in a 
car park close to her 
premises and ques¬ 
tioned whether the cen¬ 
tre is needed at all. 

Osteopath Diana Garrod, of 
Dexascan Services based at 
Rose Cottages, off Withers- 
field Road, Haverhill, has 
written to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council strongly 
objecting to plans to put up a 
two storey modular health 
centre for up to four years in 
the nearby car park behind 
the Rose and Crown pub. 

The temporary clinic - 
which could cost more than 
£740,000 over three years, 
minus running costs - will be 
open 8am to 8pm seven days a 
week and will be the first of 
its kind in Suffolk. 

It will be based in the car 
park until Suffolk Primary 
Care Trust (PCT) and local 
councils can find a suitable 
permanent base. 

In her letter to the St Ed¬ 
mundsbury planning depart¬ 
ment, Mrs Garrod said the 
plan would drastically reduce 
the amount of parking space 
for patients visiting the 
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premises of Dexascan, which 
undertakes bone density 
scanning for monitoring and 
preventing osteoporosis. 

She wrote: “The plans ind¬ 
icate that the entire car park 
will be used and all of the 
local businesses and residents 
will perhaps be offered a total 
of four parking spaces. Many 
of our patients are elderly 
and infirm and they cannot 
walk long distances. 

“Five chiropractors, a pod¬ 
iatrist and a chiropodist also 
work at Rose Cottages, which 
has X-ray facilities. They too 
have over 300 patients a week, 
some of whom are disabled 
and infirm and are usually 
attending the clinic with some 
degree of pain. 

“Two busy dental practices 
are close by, all of these pat¬ 
ients use the existing car park 
facilities. In choosing this site 
the PCT has not considered 
these patients needs. 

“The Withersfield Road and 
Queen Street end of the town 
has little parking facilities. 
Businesses in Queen Street 
are already suffering due to 
the over zealous road closed 
signs. 

“The business ‘Skin and 


Tonic’ has recently posted 
signs stating that it has gone 
into liquidation and many 
other businesses in this street 
are expected to follow when 
the Tesco superstore is built 
nearby.

“I think the council has 
forgotten the amount of rates 
businesses pay. 

“I agree with local GPs who 
feel that the cost of this 
health centre is not justified 
and would be better spent 
improving existing facilities. 

“The PCT is taking a ‘knee 
jerk’ reaction because it has 
failed to think the plan 
through properly and is run¬ 
ning out of time due to 
Government directives. 

“They could have con¬ 
sidered the local Corn Exc¬ 
hange [a site previously used 
by the blood transfusion 
service] as a possible location. 
This was sold at auction, but 
still remains idle.”

Camera catches speeders 


JUST eight vehicles out of 530 
clocked by police speed 
cameras over a period of two 
and a half hours were caught 
exceeding the limit. 

Officers from the Haverhill 
Police Safer Neighbourhood 
Team set up a speed check 
area in Haycocks Road last 
week. It was part of their on¬ 
going campaign to tackling 
speeding around the town, 
which was identified as their 
main priority after complaints 
were received from the public. 
Pc Will Wright said verbal 
warnings were given to seven 
motorists who were travelling 
at between 33-36 mph in the 
30 mph zone and a £50 fixed 
penalty ticket and three points 
was handed to one motorist 
travelling above 37mph. 

He said: “We were surprised to 


see that many vehicles on the 
road and also that so few of 
them were speeding after the 
complaints we had received. 
We do have to be clearly 
visible and motorists were 
flashing their lights at each 
other. 

“We were not there as a speed 
trap, we were there for speed 
enforcement and to save lives. 
If people were slowing down 
as a result of us being there, 
that shows it is working. 
“Members of the public were 
very appreciative of us being 
there and highlighted 
problems at different times of 
the day which gave us 
something to work with. 

“It was successful and we will 
be out again in other parts of 
Haverhill enforcing speed 
limits.” 


Dismay over 
latest road 


crash figures 


RECKLESS drivers 
continue to flout traff¬ 
ic laws in Suffolk 
while death and ser¬ 
ious injury on the 
county’s roads contin¬ 
ues to rise. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Jacqui Cheer described the 
latest figures that show 
1,515 traffic offences were 
committed on Suffolk’s 
roads between September 1 
and October 21 as 
“shocking”. 

She said: “At the begin¬ 
ning of September, Suffolk 
Constabulary launched, in 
partnership with Suffolk 
County Council, a period of 
sustained and enhanced 
enforcement across the 
county 

“This was introduced to 
reduce casualties by targ¬ 
eting inappropriate behav¬ 
iour on the county’s roads. 

“Worryingly, the number 
of people killed or seriously 
injured on roads in Suffolk 
is at a higher level than it 
was last year. 

“Latest figures show that 
between January 1 and Oct¬ 
ober 24, there were 318 
people killed or seriously 
injured on Suffolk’s roads. 
In the same period in 2007, 
there were 240 people killed 
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or seriously injured. This is 
78 more casualties. 

“So far, as part of the 
campaign, officers have 
caught 893 people without a 
seatbelt, 209 drivers using 
their mobile phones, and 
413 motorists speeding. 276 
fixed penalty notices have 
also been issued for other 
motoring offences, such as 
vehicle defects. 

“Each and every person 
committing a traffic offence 
could end up being a stat¬ 
istic. We hope this camp¬ 
aign will save lives by 
changing people’s behav¬ 
iour. 

“I can’t emphasise how 
important it is for everyone 
to drive according to the 
law: this is for your safety 
and the safety of others.” 

Officers are now using 
speed cameras in unmark¬ 
ed vehicles to catch speed¬ 
ing motorists. 

Deputy Chief Constable 
Cheer said research showed 
a strong link between those 
committing motoring offen¬ 
ces and other general 
crimes, with their camp¬ 
aign leading to the arrests 
of nine people for other 
criminal offences.

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Jail drug supply 
man imprisoned 


A PRISON visitor spotted trying 
to supply illegal drugs to an 
inmate at Highpoint Prison has 
been jailed. 

Khalid Khan, 37, pleaded guilty to two 
offences of supplying controlled drugs 
at the prison in Stradishall on January 
21 . 

Ipswich Crown Court heard how staff 
had spotted packages of heroin and 
crack cocaine, which Khan dropped on 
the floor during a visit as he tried to 
pass them to a serving prisoner. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, said: “It was 
his misfortune to be seen to do so and 
the drugs were recovered.” 

The heroin had a street value of £250 
and the crack cocaine £60 but those fig¬ 
ures were likely to have been consid¬ 
erably higher inside the prison due to 
the shortage of supply, Mr Sad said. 

Jailing Khan for three and a half 
years, Judge John Holt said a “sig¬ 
nificant” amount of drugs had been 
involved. He said: “This is serious 
offending.” 

The drugs seized were ordered to be 
destroyed. 

Khan, of Moor Path, Luton, had a 


number of previous convictions, but 
none had been for drug related offences. 

After being caught at Highpoint 
Prison, Khan had initially denied the 
two offences but changed his plea to 
guilty the day before his trial was due to 
begin. 

Richard Potts, mitigating for Khan, 
said the offences were the result of his 
client having fallen into debt over drugs 
and gambling and deciding that he 
needed to take action to reduce what he 
owed. 

Mr Potts said: “For right or for wrong, 
that is how he came to be involved in 
these offences. He was under pressure. 

“Quite clearly he knows what is the 
problem. It has been his drug use, it has 
been his gambling, it has been his debts. 
It has been his downfall.” 

Khan needed help to address his 
problems and his family had said they 
would stand by him, said Mr Potts. 

After arranging for his three children 
to join him in the UK from Pakistan, 
Khan now found himself due to become 
a father again, Mr Potts added. Khan’s 
girlfriend, who sat sobbing in the public 
gallery, was three and a half months 
pregnant, the court heard.

Few problems 
on Hallowe’en 


DESPITE a busier night 
than usual, Suffolk police 
had fewer reports of anti- 
social behaviour or 
alcohol-fuelled violence 
on Hallowe’en, compared 
to a normal Friday night. 

While Friday nights are 
always busy for police, with 
large numbers of people out in 
town centres across the county, 
the force’s operations room 
reported fewer incidents of 
anti-social behaviour and al¬ 
cohol-related violence and 
disorder around pubs and 
clubs. 

In the 24 hours to 6am on 
Saturday, 733 incidents were 
recorded by Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary, more than usual number 
of reports for a Friday, which is 
normally between 400 and 600. 

Inspector Bruce Gent said: 
“It would be reasonable to ass¬ 
ume that the higher than usual 
number of events is attrib¬ 
utable to Hallowe’en. 

“Between 7pm on Friday 
night and 7am on Saturday, 55 
events were directly attrib- 
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utable to Hallowe’en. The prob¬ 
lems were mainly egg-throwing 
and rowdy groups of youths. 
There were several reports of 
fireworks being thrown. 

“Officers on patrol were 
supported by Safer Neighbour¬ 
hood Team officers and 138 
members of the Special Con¬ 
stabulary, who made a real 
difference and provided resil¬ 
ience to respond to the extra 
events. 

“They were able to provide 
additional reassurance to the 
public on a night out in town 
centres as well as to comm¬ 
unities as children and young 
people went trick or treating. 

“There were no significant 
Hallowe’en-related incidents 
and no Hallowe’en-related 
arrests. 

“Overall, whilst it was a busy 
night it seems the majority of 
people heeded our advice to 
enjoy themselves, respect 
others and stay safe on 
Hallowe’en.”

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Man locked up for 
Silk burglary haul 


A LABOURER who bur¬ 
gled a house while the 
owners were away on 
holiday has been sent¬ 
enced to a year in cust¬ 
ody 

Sean Paulyn, 20, and another 
man searched the property 
after smashing their way in 
through a dining room window 
to steal items worth more than 
£ 11 , 000 . 

Paulyn appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court to be sentenced 
after pleading guilty to a charge 
of burglary 

Judge John Holt said because 
of the high value of the items 
taken and because damage had 
been caused, custody was 
inevitable. 

Paulyn, a builder’s labourer, 
of Castle Walk, Haverhill, was 
sentenced to 12 months in a 
young offenders institution. 

Patricia Doggett, prosecuting, 
said the burglary had taken 
place on June 28, three days 


after the owners of the house, 
in Home Farm Lane, Bury St 
Edmunds, had gone on holiday. 

The break-in was discovered 
by their daughter who had been 
keeping an eye on the house. 

The entire property had been 
searched with drawers and 
cupboards left open, said Miss 
Doggett. 

Jewellery, bank cards, elect¬ 
rical items, a computer tower, 
DVDs and an MG Midget car. 
were taken. The screen of a 32- 
inch plasma TV had been 
scratched and the screen of a 
50-inch plasma TV smashed. 

Paulyn was arrested after a 
member of the public reported 
seeing him and two other men 
in a nearby field hiding items. 
They were also having diffi¬ 
culty starting the MG Midget 
car. 

Police arrived to find Paulyn 
and one other man still there. 
Paulyn was in possession of a 
number of the bank cards. 
DVDs, camera equipment and 


the computer tower were found 
during a search of the area. 

Officers were able to link 
Paulyn with the burglary 
because his fingerprints were 
found on a piece of an envelope 
inside the house. He pleaded 
guilty to burglary at his first 
court appearance. 

Miss Doggett said the MG car, 
valued at £6,500 was recovered, 
but was damaged, and a further 
£4,438 worth of items were also 
recovered, but two rings once 
owned by one of victim’s grand¬ 
mother's were still missing, as 
were other items. 

Mitigating, Guy Holland said 
alcohol had played a part in 
Paulyn becoming involved. 

Sentencing Paulyn, who had 
been cautioned for three pre¬ 
vious offences and handed a 
conditional discharge for att¬ 
empting to steal from a 
scrapyard, Judge Holt said: 
“You have an atom of dis¬ 
honesty within you.” 


Sexual assault denied by teenager 


A 15-YEAR-OLD acc¬ 
used of committing a 
sexual assault on a 
woman in Haverhill 
has denied the charge 


and is due to stand 
trial in January. 

The youth, who can¬ 
not be named for legal 
reasons, is accused of 


sexually assaulting a 
woman in the town 
earlier this year. 

He pleaded not 
guilty to the offences 


and was granted cond¬ 
itional bail until his 
next appearance on 
Wednesday, January 14 
2009.

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Only one hospital in 
England has as many 
branded food outlets 
as Addenbrooke’s, a 
survey has revealed. 
JOHN MORGAN looks 
at whether fast food 
chains and coffee 
shops fit with the NHS 
mission to encourage 
good health. 


Is fast food in 


hospitals a big 
fat mistake?

A DDENBROOKE’S 
Hospital is at the 
forefront of a trend that 
has seen burgers, baguettes 
and muffins become firm 
fixtures in the NHS. 

As branded food outlets 
strengthen their presence in English 
hospitals, Addenbrooke’s has 
become host to Burger King, Costa 
Coffee and Upper Crust. 

That means the Cambridge 
hospital stands alongside 
Southampton University Hospitals 
NHS Trust as having more branded 
food outlets than any hospital in 
England, according to a survey. 

While Addenbrooke’s says it 
cannot dictate what staff and visitors 
choose to eat, a councillor has 
urged the hospital to show “moral 
responsibility” in choosing which 
food chains it allows onto the site. 

In a survey conducted in January 
this year, consumer magazine 
Which? reported that four 
sandwiches on sale at Costa Coffee 
exceeded the 495 calories in a Big 
Mac. 

An Addenbrooke’s spokesman 
said: “We encourage people to 
make healthier choices, and all the 
outlets have healthy options, but it 
isn’t our place to dictate what they 
eat.” 

Addenbrooke’s also has a cafe run 


by WRVS volunteers, who turn the 
proceeds into donations for the 
hospital. As there is no canteen at 
Addenbrooke’s available for the 
majority of staff, Burger King, Upper 
Crust, Costa Coffee and the WRVS 
cafe are the options for staff and 
visitors who want to buy a meal at 
the hospital. 

Geoff Heathcock, a county 
councillor whose Queen Edith’s 
ward includes Addenbrooke’s, said: 
“There is concern that someone like 
Burger King is on the Addenbrooke’s 
site. We are supposed to be actively 
promoting good health and healthy 
eating habits, and that includes not 
eating junk food. 

“When you are running an acute 
hospital and dealing with the 


outcome of people making the 
wrong choices, there must be some 
moral responsibility on the hospital 
and its board in determining who 
they have on the site. 

“Should they not be more 
responsible when Addenbrooke’s is 
trying, or should be trying, alongside 
other agencies like the primary care 
trust, to encourage us all to be 
making healthy choices?” 

A spokeswoman for Costa Coffee 
said: “At Costa we believe in 
delivering great customer 
satisfaction, which is aided by 
offering consumer choice 
throughout our product range. 

“This is why when you visit Costa 
you can choose from a range of 
indulgent or healthier products. 

“Costa customers can request 
that their coffee be made with 
skimmed milk or even soya milk at 
no extra cost. None of Costa’s 


products contain added 
hydrogenated fats.” 

The spokeswoman added that 
nutritional information on its 
products is now available in all its 
stores. 

In July, Addenbrooke’s joined 
forces with Cambridge University 
and the Medical Research Council 
to address the epidemic of obesity 
by opening the Institute of Metabolic 
Science (IMS). 

The IMS, which is based on the 
Cambridge Biomedical Campus at 
the Addenbrooke’s site, aims to 
understand the biological causes of 
obesity, diabetes, and other weight 
related disorders, translating those 
scientific discoveries into “improved 
patient care and disease 
prevention”. 

The national survey found that 40 
out of 170 hospital trusts in England 
have branded food outlets. No NHS 


trust in Scotland, Wales or Northern 
Ireland admitted to having a 
branded food outlet on site. 

A Burger King spokeswoman 
said: “We offer a wide range of 
quality menu items with burgers 
made from 100 per cent flame- 
grilled beef, with no added salt. 

“We also undertook independent 
research with the Food Research 
Group at Leeds Metropolitan 
University, which showed that a 
Whopper scores equally, if not 
better, than a sandwich from a high 
street sandwich retailer using the 
FSA sign posting system. 

“Likewise, unlike many sandwich 
outlets, we also offer 
easily accessible nutritional 
information in restaurants and on 
our website so that our customers 
can make informed choices to meet 
their needs.”

STRICTLY Come 
Dancing may have 
prompted a surge in 
people taking up 
ballroom classes, but 
how are you going to fare 
on the dance floor at 
Christmas?
